Phoenix, A. T., May S.—The presi- 


dential party spent an interesting day 
in Arizona. The blue sky, bright su^- 
shino and invigorating air afforded the 
party much, relief after the, hot and 
dusty ride of the day before. The two 
hours in the raoming at the Congress 
gold mine, in the Blue Tank moun- 
tains, were replete with incidents ssd 
were thoroughly enjoyed. A large 
American flag was draped across the 
tunnel through which the president 
passed, and after he emerged lie told 
the little group of miners that lie had 
seen Old Glory floating from tower 
and. statehouse and warship in many 
different places, but that never before 
had he seen the American Sag 1,EOO 
feet under ground. 


.Leaving the rich mining section In 


the mountains, 4,000 feet above the sea 
level, the train dropped down into the 
green SnJt River valley, which is 
called the garden spot of Arizona, and 
was reclaimed by irrigation. 


Passing through New Mexico aad in 


Arizona the cow punchers at 
the 


stops along the route inquired where 
"Teddy" was. Many of the vice presi- 
dent's rough riders during the Spanish 
war were recruited in this section, 
and there was much disappointment 
taat he was not in the party, 


On the tray to Phoenii the tire of 


one o£ the wheels of the engine tender j 
became loose, and for the'first time I 
since the long journey began the tele- j 
grapher with tho train was compelled 
to climb a pole to tap a wire. 


About 20 mllt'S outside of Phoenix 


the party saw from the car windows 
the government agricultural experi- 
ment station, to which Secretary Wil- 
son a year ago sent 40 date palms, 
•which had been brought out. of the 
Tripoli deserts on the backs of camels. 
The palms are doing well and much is 
expected of them in the southwest 


The accident to the locomotive ten- 


der delayed the arrival of the train at 
Phoenix two hours, and somewhat dis- 
arranged the program there. Never- 
theless the party received a rousing 
•welcome. Governor Murphy and the 
territorial officers had met the party 
at the Congress mine and accompa- 
nied them back to Phoenix. At the 
station the territorial militia, a com- 
pany of cowboys on bronchos, and 
some of the friendly Pima and Mari- 
copa Indians joined ia the wildly en- 
thusiastic reception. The party was 
driven to the Adams hotel for lunch- 
eon, and afterwards was escorted to 
the territorial capitol, where the for- 
mal eserciSes toofc place. 


Vanderbilt Wins. 


New York, May 8.-—There is excel- 


lent authority for the statement that 
William K. Vanderbilt has carried the 
day in the contest for the control of 
the Union Pacific railroad, and that 
he intetiui to pat through his plan for 
annexing it to the Vanderbilt system. 
His idea is that It shall be controlled 
by the Chicago and Northwestern and 
New York Central jointly, with a guar- 
antee of 6 per cent on Union Pacific 
common stock and possibly an ex- 
change of 3 per cent bonds, issued 
jointly by the Northwestern and New 
York Central, in exchange for Union 
Pacific common stock. There may, 
however, be some change in this- last 
feature. 


Disobeyed the Judge. 


Kansas City, May 8.—President W. 


H. Holmes of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway company was ordered by 
Judge Woffofd. in the criminal court, 
to appear before the grand jury, which 
is investigating rumors of jury brib- 
ing in connection with a damage suit, 
aad produce the books and papers pf 
the claim department of his road.

Cambridge,. Mass., May S.—The cli- 


max in the Eastman murder trial was 
reached when the defendant himself 
took, the stand to tell his own story- 
He went into no elaborate details and 
answered only the questions put to 
him by his lawyer. For two hours he 
was on the stand, giving his testimony 
as to his relations with Grosan and 
the incidents of the day of the shoot- 
ing.

Yet the trade has for years in some 
sections been 
largely 
in low-grade 


goods—the cheap,- low. 'down brands. 
Every . manufacturer selling in Ver- 
mont makes brands of high, of middle 
and of low grade. Every man of them 
would prefer to sell all of the best and 
none of the poorest class, not because 
he makes more on them—tor the mar- 
gin of profit is Kiueh the same in eith- 
er case—but for the sake of his own 
good reputation. The popular demand 
for quantity rather than quality is the 
excuse for the low grade goods. 
The 


farmer himself rather than the dealer 
is responsible for them. 


To.iaake the cheap goods, either in- 


ferior raw material must be used, or 
else the good crude stock must be di- 
luted with what is technically known as 
"filler," a material which the farmer 
calls "dirt." The latter is, it is to be 
hoped, and, indeed, is thought to be, 
the more common expedient useti. 
The economy of paying manufactur- 
ers, railroad magnates, general and lo- 
cal agents good money for mixing, bag- 
ging, freighting and selling from 400 to 
800 pounds of every-day dirt in every 
ton of fertilizer, does not appear. It is 
far better for thft farmer who wishes to 
use a low grade of fertilizer to buy less 
of a higher class goods and to make 
his own low grade by mixing in more 
or less muck or soil at home. 


The Vermont experiment station has 


for years been preaching this doctrine. 
It has inculcated several notions con- 
cerning the fertilizer trade, none of 
which has had any "more certain foun- 
dation than the one here advanced. 
Let low grades alone—note the charac- 
ter of. the goods and their fitness for 
special needs—and buy as much plant 
food for a dollar as can be got. Nine 
times in ten the farmer who buys the 
ehea.p goods gets the most weight, but 
the leas}, plant food for his money.— 
.Vermont Experiment Station. 


Farmyard ilannrs, 


This class of fertilizer still holds its 


own, in spite of tha assaults that have 
been made on it by different writers. 
Its quality varies greatly according to 
the animals by which it is made and 
the material out o£ which it is formed. 
The system of bedding followed aiso 
counts for a good ^^- Where straw 
or wild hay is cut for bedding it is evi- 
dent that the Utter "will count for much 
and its value after decay will be large- 
ly governed by its chemical makeup 
before being used. Some kinds of bed- 
cling are rich in, the most valuable con- 
etituents.while others axe about worth- 
less. If spoiled clover hay be used the 
result will certainly be different than 
if sawdust be used. The latter will add 
practically nothing to the value of the 
manure. 


But, 
though the value of manure is 


determined to a considerable extent by 
its source, Its manner of handling has 
still more to do with its value. 
Good 


management may increase its value, 
snisraanagemeat may destroy it When 
the manure is properly piled and pro- 
tected from 
inclement 
weather and 


from washings a beneficial fermenta- 
tion, which Is -csirisd 6a by organisms 
of a vegetable nature, can take place 
only when the temperature Is suitable 
to the growth of such delicate forms of 
life. 


It !s therefore evident that the prev- 


alent custom : of piling the manure out 
of doors as it accumulates in the win- 


Uon of it This manure is all right for 
use on land planted- in crops that do 
not need the extra food till well along 
into summer, when it will have under- 
gone the processes that prepare it as 
food for plants. 
Often this winter- 


made manure is put on the lands de- 
voted to early crops and is the source 
of disappointment Though it may be 
discolored by the weather, it is yet 
"green manure" and as such is unsuit- 
ed to hurry along the forms of plant 
life that call for rapid forcing to make 
them marketable.

saved.

should never be permitted to rise high- 
er than 80 degrees. "

The pens having 
green stuff made 33 per cent greater 
gains than those without aud required

Pasture with grain rations, averag- 


ing all.the experiments, gave slightly 
better results than green stuff cut and 
fed in connection with grain In pens 
and yards. Where lands are cheap and 
labor comparatively dear it seems ad- 
visnble to follow the pasture method. 


Tigs running on pasture, with par- 


tial grain rations, produced gains at 
Use least cost per hundred pounds.

This method prevents the plants from 
growing together in bunches and al-

ily destroyed. Bedding is done by peo- 
ple on their knees astride o£ the row, 
using a homemade tool very like a wide 
pntty knife.

is 12 inches wide and 2 inches broad.

Died About Midnight 


Last Night. 


Had Been 111 for Six Months, 


Suffering from Heart 


Trouble. 


Was One of the Veteraa Manufac- 


turers of the City and a Worthy 


and Respected Citizen— 


Faaeral Friday. 


George TY. Disman, the veteran 


Bjechanic and manufacturer, who has 
been eae of Lima's foremost citizens 
for many years, died at his residence, 
503 east Market street, shortly after 
2 o'clock last night, death resulting 
from heart disaa&s, frsai which he had 
seen a sufferer during the last sis 
montks. By his death the city loses 
an upright public spirited citizen who 
aas done much to aid the forward 
march of Lima and advance many of 


er 
manufacturing industries. In 


volitics Mr. Dismaa was a staunch 
Jei&ocrat, and-he was always earnest 
n his efforts to promote the cause of 
he Democratic party. He had been 
in declining health for tae last few 


ears, bat did not become seriously ill 
until about six months ago. 


For many years Mr. jDisman was 


saperintendent of the Ucaa Machine 
Works, and the growth of that ruanu- 
ractory from a small shop to an insti- 
tution of world wide reputation pro- 
jressed rapidly under his energetic 
management. He retired from the 
office of superintendent of the works 
several years ag», after the company 
was re-organized and became the 
Lima Locomotite and Machine Co., 
but retained his stock in the company 
nnd at the time of his death was a 
member of the board of directors and 
was rice president of the organization. 
Since retiring from the superintend- 
eacy of tha works he became interested 
in other indastries and was the chief 
promoter of the manufactory which is 
how located on east Pearl street and 
ia known as the Dairy Sopply com- 
pany. 


The deceased was aged 70 years, 7 


months and 16 days and is survived 
by his wife and one daughter, tbe lat- 
ter being Mrs. W. T. Agerter.

o'clock Friday afternoon.

Anna (Matthews) Disman, wsre de- 
scendants of the noted Swayne and 
Butler families, of William Pesa'g 
days, and who were among the early 
settlers of Philadelphia and the sur- 
rounding country. Oar subject, who- 
is the oldest of nine children, (all ot 
whom are living: G. W., John, Sarah, 
Rachael, Hannah, Joseph, Elizabeth 
J., Anna and Israel) was educated in 
the common schools of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, and early learned his trade, 
that of & machinist. lit 1847 he came 
to Ohio, some time before his father's 
family. He was married in 1S65 to a 
Miss Washburn, by whom' he had 
three children: Chirlotte I., Marion 
and G. W., tha two lattar deceased."
